But the Gentleman who 
CO peour'd us with the following Letter, has,we think, 
the Saddle on the Right Horfe ; for to our bein 
notorioufly out-witted at the Tteaty of Utrecht, m 
be imputed all the Tears of the Sugar Colonies; fo 
that whilft the Author is endeavouring to do fome Ser- 
vice to thofe Plantations, he is fo happy as to do fome 
(mall Juftice to the prefent M——-——y; it being 
evident from hence, that the calamitous Condition of 
thofe Iflands is owing to the Mifcondué of that Set, 
who were at the Helm in the four laft Years of the 
ueen, which we think every one ought to know ; 
and all wife Men that confider the Matter duly, muft be 
fenfible, that as Things are now circumftanc’d, our 
M——y will have enough to do to extricate the Colo- 
nies from all the Difficulties they labour under. 








SIR, 


AVING feen my Letter to you of the 23H of 

February \aft, printed in the Daily Gazetteer of 
the 3d of March, I fend you another on the fame Sub- 
et, The Prefervation of the Sugar Trade and Colonies : 
Which is offer’d to the Publick by way of an Appendix 
tothofe Papers that I now fee publifh’d under the Title 
fTuz Nationat MERCHANT. 

Ir has been faid by a Gentleman of Under- 
fanding, ‘ That no Commonwealth or Monarchy did 
‘ ever arrive at a very great Power, but by Methods to 
‘ be comprehended by the Underftandings of Men ;. and 
‘ that we read of no great Empire ruined, but the Seeds 
‘ of its Deftruction may have been obferved long before 
‘in the Courfe of its Hiftory ; there being a certain 
‘ Degree of Wifdom, Induftry, Virtue and Courage, 
‘ requifite to advance a State, and fuch a Meafure of 
‘ Folly and ill Conduét neceffary to pull it down. 

We have a convincing Proof of the Truth of this Gen- 
tleman’s Obfervation in the prefent and former re{pective 
Conditions of the BritiS and French Weft India Sugar 
Colonies : For it is moft certain, that the Eag/i/> were, 
atone Time, in Poffeffion of the much greater Part of 
the Sugar Trade, and that it was then in the Power of 
this Nation to have monopolized the Whole: But at 
length the French have got the Better of us, and the 
‘war Ifands they have poflefigd themfelves of, do 
very much, in many Refpetts, excel our’s. 

First, among the Caribbee I/lands, (for at prefent we 
will confider thefe feparate from Jamaica and Hi/pa- 
wala) the French have more Harbours, Rivers, and Ex- 
tat of Land than the Engl; for in Martinique alone, 
they have feveral very good Harbours, as well as at 
katt one in each of the refit of their Iflands (Marigalante 
excepted) and in our Iflands there are none (Antigua 
excepted) —— Then for Rivers ; their Iflands plentifully 
bound with them, which is a vaft Advantage to them 
above our Iflands, efpecially in dry Years. —— And as 
Land, their Iflands being fo much larger than our’s, 
that Martinique alone is as large as Barbados, Antigua, 
‘!. Chriftopher’s, Nevis and Monferrat; befides, their 
other Iflands not only affording Land enough to their 
Planters and Slaves, but Room to fettle new Plantations 
ot Etates for their Children, which has occafioned fuch 
® Seat Increafe of Inhabitants, as that in Martinique 

it, there can be fpared at any Time ‘for the King’s 

‘vice, four or five Thoufand Men for a Defcent on 
*y of their Neighbours. 

SECONDLY, ‘Their Fortifications are larger, more 
"pular, and kept in better Order and Repair, than 
mole in our Iflands. 

Tmiepiy, They have about fourteen or fixteen 

panies of the King’s Forces in their Iflands, mach 
th taken Care of than our’s in the Leeward Iflands ; 
at lodged in their Fortifications, and their Officers 
Rot to ill ufe them. 


Fourtuty, befides the Officers of the above- 


mentioned Companies, they have feveral old Officers of 
the King’s, with the Title of his Lieutenants, and 


they aét as Lieutenants to the General, or as Lieutenant 
Generals on Occafien. Thefe are placed in proper 
Places, far off the General, as at Fort Sv. Pierre, La 
Trinite, Sc. and fo every where, as the General {ees 
proper : And the General has a Guard of Sevi/, with 
their own Officers, at Port Royal. And, 

_Firtuvy, their IMflands in general, efpecially Mar- 
timique, being full of Vallies and Mountains, makes it 
naturally very ftrong, by reafon of the feveral Pafles 
to be march’d through. 

I have heard a credible Story of M. Phelipsaux, who 
was General of thefe Iflands in the laft Years of the 
Reign of Lewis XIV. viz. That being in Difgrace at 
the Court of France, and looking on himfelf as under 
a State of Banifhment, he had form’d a Projeét to cait 
off the Dependency of thefe Iflands, from the Crown 
of France, and to eref&t a Republican Government, 
much after the Model of that of Venice ; and that he 
had prepared the chief Inhabitants for it; but that his 
Death, which did not happen without fome fufpicion 
of foul Play, froma Phyfician fent from France, put an 
End to it. It was faid, this Project was found among 
his Papers after his Death ; and I have feen the Heads 
of it. This I mention, only asa Proof of the Power 
and Strength of the French Sugar Iflands at that Time ; 
and it is certain, that not long after the Death of 
M. Phelipeaux, the Inhabitants of Martinique broke 
out into open Rebellion, feized on their General and In- 
tendant, and by force fent them both to France; and yet 
the Court thought proper to over-look it, with as good 
a Countenance as it could; for tho’ it declared them 
Rebels, and obtained Orders from our Court and others, 
that they fhould have no Relief or Afiiftance, yet their 
Punifhment was wink’d at; and the Court of France 
thought it neceflary to eftablifh the Swifs Guards in 


Martinique. 
- Nothing more, I think, 


~* 


Bur let us attend. 
demands the Attention of Great Britain. —— How 
unhappily was her Intereft at the Treaty of Utrecht, with 
refpeét to the Caribbee Lflands, over-look’d or dijre- 
garded ! | 

I would avoid every Party and Perfonal Refieétion : 
~——— J believe the Intereft of Great Britain, with re- 
fpeét to thefe Iflands, was not fet before the Miniftry 
and Parliament in any reafonable degree of Light, either 
at the Treaty of Ryfwick, the Treaty of Gertruyden- 
burgh, or the Treaty of Urrecht. 

But fome will fay, was not the French Part of the 
Iffand of St. Chrifopher’s, yielded up to Great Britain 
by France? and is not that whole Ifland become our 
fole Property by the Treaty of Utrecht? yes, yes! 
There lay the Game! The French underitood it 
we did not. | 

To explain what I mean ( fince Truth requires it) 
it is neceffary to advance what, I fear at firft Sig ht, 
will look like a Paradox, viz. That even this very Ceffion 
of the Francu Part of the Ifland of St. CunisToPuk k's 
to us, was a Point that turn'd more in Faveor of FRANCE 
than Great Baritain;—— which I prove thus, 

First, France has for very many Years had two 
Things in View, one, the fully peopling Martinique, 

“Gitadelupe, ant the~adjacent Iflands in the Caribbees ; 
the other the poflefling herfelf of Hi/panio/a, and peo- 
pling that Ifland alfo with great Numbers of Inhabitants. 
Secondly, to remove all her Subjects off from the {maller 
Iflands in thofe Parts; fuch a8 St. Martin's, St. Bartho- 
lomew’s and Santa Cruz; and to fettle them in the great 
Iflands afotefaid : But St. Chriffopher’s being the firit 
of her Settlemtents, the found it no eafy Matter to 
remove her Inhabitants.from thence. ‘They would not 
leave theif old Habitations and Neighbours for new 
ones, being too well fix’d, notwithitanding all the 
Temptations and Encou nts that were offer’d 
them. This Ceffion therefore of the French Part of 
St. Chrifopher’s to Great Britain, exactly aniwer'd the 
Withes and Defigns of Frasce, by furnithi the afore- 
faid Great Iflands with fack a Number of feafon’d and 
experienc’d Planters who have been of excellent Service 
to ftrengthen them, inftruSt the raw European Supplies of 
Inhabitants in the makingof Sugar, &c.———And the 
Wifdom and Politicks ot France, in looking towards 
Futurity, leaving the fmall Iflands to others, and pof- 
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fefling herfelf of the great ones, furely needs not be 
{poken tu-—— ; We begin to be but too fenfible of 
it; yet [ hope not quite too late. 

Furxter to confirm what I have {aid in Relation 
to St. Chriflepber’s, and at the fame Tiine let you fee 
by what Steadinefs and Application France is become 
fo powerful in thofe Iflands: I will give you a Paf- 

out of a French Hiftorian that lived among thefe 
Iflands, in the Infancy of their Settlements (by the 
French and Engl); who well underliood, and 
has particularly related the Competitions and Struggles 
that were then between us. ‘Tis Father Tertre in 
his General Hiftory of the Antilles Iflands, where he 
refided as a Mifhonary from the Court of Rome. 
He relates (in Jom. I. p. 146), That the Sieur dé 
Lenvilliers de Poincy, Lieutenant General of the French 
Iflands in America, did in the Year 1639. make a 
Propofal to the We/t-India Company in France, to fill 
to the Englifh all the French Lands in St. Chrifopher’s, 
and to tranfport bimfelf with the Inbabitants and their 
Slaves to Guadeloupe, which he efleemed the finefi and 
moft fruitful of all the Caribbee Ilands ; and by makin £g 
this the Capital of them all, and poflefling himéelf of five 
or fix other Iilands in the Neighbourhood, he affured 
them of feveral Advantages, and that the French would 
thereby become impregnable and invincible in thofe 
Parts; and this Project was thought at that Time to 
have been of the utmoft Importance. For the Hiftorian 
acquaints us, that M. Renox, who was then a Judge at 
St. Chriflopher’s, and a Confident to M. de Poincy, 
mentioning this Project to M. Fouguet, in a Letter dated 
the 21th of December, 1649. tells him, in fhort, ‘ That 
* the only Way to make the King’s Name ring in 
* thofe Parts of the World, and to make his Subjeéis 
* live in Peace and Safety, would be to feparate hir (elf 
‘ as foon as poflible from our neigbouring Enemies, and 
* to render ourfelves impregnable, and invincible ty 
‘ the Pofleflion of five or fix Iflands that that are in a 
* manner contiguous. 

Anp pray, Sir, after all this, don’t you think it as 
plain to be feen as the Sun, that at the Treaty of 
Utrecht, we took the very Bait the French had ‘d 
for us, and thereby alfo took off all the Odium fom the 
French Court? for the French Subjects at St. Chriffepher’s, 
look’d on the Englif as the fole Authors of all their 
Troubles, and the Caufe of their Removal from their 
antient Eabitations in that (to moft of them) their na- 
tive Iflands. In fhort, by this Treaty of Usrecht, we 
did more for the French, than they could do for them- 
felyes: We contented ourfelves with four or five fmall 
Iflands, for the Sake of a prefent Advantage which the 
French did not think worth their keeping —— How 
long we may be fuffer'd to retain them, is now the 
hard Quettion ! 

Perhaps it will here be ask’d, ‘ How is it poffble, 
‘ that the true State of our Sugar Colonies has /itherto 
‘ been fo little, or mot at all underftood in England 3 
‘ fince great Statefmen have always taken Care not 
‘ only to know the exact Pofture of their own Domi- 
‘ nions, but likewife to underiland perfectly the Power 
‘ or Weaknefs of their Neighbours ? I hall 
‘ give you the true Reafons for this, Sir,’ «— And, 

First, a Defire in our Sagar Planters to preferve 
their Credit, and not to be thought in fuch bad Cir- 
cumitances, as in good Truth they really are, és one. 

SeconpLy, It is not the Bufinefs of our Governors 
(who go abroad to get as much Money, and qs faft as 
they can from the Inhabitants) to let all the World know, 
That the poor People are fent to Goal to raife it for them, 
or obliged to fly from the Iflands. 

Tuirpiy, When a Colony is reduced fo very low, 
Divifions enfue, and chen the moft unfociable and mer- 
cilefs of Men, prey on the Innocent, and thrive by 
publick Deftruction Thefe Men therefore, 
whatever they pretend, never, or very rarely reprefent 
to the King, or his Minifters, the true Condition and 
Circumflances of the Colanies —= Tiley bufy them- 
felves in the ick Diforders ; --—--- They fay too 
mu h, or too ;-- —--~They difguife the Truth 3 
They live on the Calamity and Diftre(s of 
And they cry out againt it, but defire 
it fhould continue. 

Fourtuty, The Inhabitants of the Brits Sagar 
Colonies, have hitherto, or till very lately, ensertain’d 
quite contrary Views. The French have been for extend- 

ing 
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cag their Setements, and increafing the Numbers of 
eheir Peoplt’ The Englifo have been defirous only 
to make the mo of their Lamds they had already 
broke up and under Occupation. Hence the Proceed- 
ings and Encroachments of the French, have not been 
fufficiently regarded, or complained of : Our Planters, till 
within thefe few Years not apprehending the dangerous 
Condition they mult needs be reduced to by the Growth 
of the French Power fo near them; nor believing the 
Quantity ‘of SegaFthey would make, could fo greatly 
injure our”Markéts, as it is now found they have 
done. We have been intent only on the prefent Time; 
and I am forry to own a certain Truth, that is, that 
the Engljb Planters have wanted a Share of that Pub- 
lick Zeal, which the French give Proofs of on all Oc- 
cafions. There are many Inftances te be given 
of this; but J thall only obferve that it is from thence, 
that our Sugar Mlands, I fear, have been backward in 
making the requifice Addrefies, Reprefentations, &c. 
to His Majefty, the Board of Trade, &c. 

Firruauy, It is the Cuftom of France to appoint 
able and experienced Men to govern her Colonies, and 
they are paid by the King, and sewarded according to 
their Merits at the End of their Commiffions: Whereas 
I do net remember, that many of our Englifh Governors 
bave, at their Return, expetted much for their good Ser- 
wices, whilft honoured with bis Majefly's Commiffion 
Abroad 





: Awp, fixthly, many that have been called on, and 
more that have officioufly undertaken, to give true 
Accounts of our Sugar Colonies, and Trade, have been 
frequently partial, and often incapable Perfons. 

Havine faid thus much on the Caribbee Ifands, I 
proceed to Hi/paniola and Jamaica. | fhall only firft 
add, that the Freach Caribbee Iflands are more contigu- 
ous than the Britis, and that they are all under one 
Government, wiz. the General who refides at Fort 
Royal in Martinique, which lying to Windward of 
Guadeloupe, is one great Reafon it has been preferred to 
it, and the aforefaid Proje&t of M. De Poincy, on their 
firft Settlement in thefe Iflands, has been improved for 
the better, and all the Ends anfwered that were pro- 

fed thereby. Whereas our Caribbee Ilands are not 
only {mall and weak, but their Power is divided into 
two Governments, at an inconvenient Diftance from 
each other, in cafe of any Surprife or Attack from an 
Enemy, ‘c. — But nowas to, 

Hispawiora: Every one that knows any thing of 
the Weft Indies, either by their own Experience, or 
from Books, Charts, Maps, &%c. muift be fenfible, 
that this Ifland is fo much preferable to Jamaica, as 
to Extent, Situation, Harbours, Wind, and in all 
other Refpects, that it is needlefs to increafe the Length 
of this Letter with the Comparifon. It is certain, that 
in Cromwell's Time this Matter was well confider'd, 
and that the Eng/if> Forces were under the Neceffity of 
contenting themfelves with famaica, after being re- 
pulfed from Hi/pamiola. It may be of more Ule to 
Great Britain to inquire by what Ways and Means 
France pofiefied herfelf of this valuable Ifland ; for few 
confider any other Danger than that of Jamaica, tho’ 
from the North End of Hi/paniola, a Squadron of Ships, 
with People for a Defcent, can be at Georgia, Carolina, 
é&c. in a few Days. 

Ir is agreed, I think, by all, and particularly con- 
firmed by P. Yertre, the French Hiftorian, whom I 
have before quoted, that the French Settlements on 

ifpaniela were firit begun by the Buccaniers, (that is to 
fay) fome Engijs and French Men that fettled themfelves 
on the Ifland of Tortuga, at the N. W. End of the Ifland 
of Hifanicla, who vittualling themfelves to Sea with 
fmoak-dry'd, inftead of falted Meat, from thence had 
the Name of Buccaniers. As to the Government they 
were under, the fame Author fays, that the Engl had 
pofiefled the Ifland of Tortuga feveral Years, and did fo 
increafe there, that the Spaniards apprehended they 

ight in Time attack Hi/peniola, and. therefore the 
Sparifo Genera] furprifed them with an Army in 1638, 
put all to the Sword that were in Arms, and hanged 
thofe who furrendered after the Battle: But by degrees 
the En;l/> re-poflefled themfelves of it, and prevailing 
on fome French Buccaniers to join them, they made in 
all 300_Men, commanded by an Englifoman.

Bur the fame Hifforian feys, That fome French 
Adventiiers Trom the Ifland of Tortuga, procured a 
Commiffion from the Englifh Governor of Tortuga, and 
failed with 400 Men and a French Frigate to S¢. Domingo, 
where they landed and march’d to St. J 4° 20 Leagues 
through the Woods; and that they attack’d it by Break 
of Day, on Good Friday 1659, killed about 30 that 
oppofed them, furprifed the Governor, Fe, —— 
‘That this Enterprize was complain’d of by the Spanifb 
Ambaflador to the French King, who anfwered, They 
had no Commiffion from him; that the Spaniards 
might punifh them as Pirates, or apply to the Engl 
for Redrefs, fince they had 2 Commiflion from them. 
And here; Sir, you fee there is much to be faid, 
but this Letter [ fear, is of too great Length already 5 
I therefore fhall end it in a very few Words, viz. ‘That 
it is evident the Affairs of the Wef-Indies, mutt be 
brought under a better Regulation than they have been 
for many Years paft. Secondly, that the Parties prin- 
cipally interefted in it, are the Exgli/h, French, and Spa- 
niards, "Thirdly, the Spaniards are more concerned 
than the Engljb, that a {peedy and final Stop be put 
to the French Encroachments in thofe Parts. _ And 
Fourthly, if a Triple Treaty cannot be fet on Foot 
between the faid Powers by common Confent; 
We ought furely to examine into our Pretenfions, and 
not to whe from one Inch of them, on any Account.
